3. The honor and dignity that ſhould accrue to this ſingular 
and ſuperexcelleat perſon for the ſane, in perperuam rei memori- 
am, Theon ſhilt be called the Repairer of the breach, the ReFtorer of 
'paths, &c. 
Having cleared th:ſe points unto you as plainly and briefly as 
I c1n, according to the liceral ſenſe; I ſhill eatily and withour any 
enforcement make appiicution to the ime and occafion that hath 
- broughtus here together. 

And firſt, the waſte places, and the ruin:d foundations , and che 
breach or breaches, fall under our conſideration, this may be un- 
deritood of Fersſalem: in the letrer , but of Chriſts Church in the 
Type or figure.

That famons 
City, that glorious Temple, with the Towers, che Bulwarks, the 
Palaces thereof, were totally demoliſhed, ciſt down, deftroyed , 
theinhabirtants, as many as eſcaped the ſword and the famine, 
carried captive into Baby/cn , where they continued ſeventy 
years, and with tears intheir eyes bewailed- the miſer:. ble deſc- 
Jationof th-ir Church and State , P/al. 137. 1. By the waters of 
Babylon we ſate down and wept, When We remembred Sion, Fe mult 
have a hezrt of flint, as hard-s the neather milſtone , that could 

think upon $12 in this condition as ſhe was, and not diſſolve © 
and melt intoa ſhour ofte:rs. ze ſate down and wept ,. whereupon 
St. Cbr)ſ. in St, Chryſ:ftom , Bk 2 TM\@S rao 070?, LAX TL TST3 Tolaus7 &t , 
Pſal.

In what a limentable caſe were Gods pzople all. this whi'e : 
when not onely mania fernſalime, ' iS Vatatlin underſftargs it 
here ) the w.i!s of 7e-»/alem , but fundimenta Eccleſie & Rei- 
pmblice , the very foundations of Uhurch and Common-weal:h: 
werenor onely ſh ken, but ſhatrer'd to pieces, and che childron 
of Edom had now cheir deficre , whea they cried , Down with it, 
down with it even to the grornd, Or as the laſt Tranſlation reads it, 
Raſe it, raſe it even to the foundations thereof , wer{. 7. of the ſam 
Pſalm. The King andthe Prieſt, the Lords:ndthe Commons, all 
were m:de Prifoners and captives , from him that f.te on the 
Throne,to her that grindeth at the mill, G:d delivered hzs firength 
to captivity, and his glory into the enemies hand, P(al 78. 61.

Theantwer is ſoon returned, The faulc 
was not inthe Lord of the Vineyard, who hid done what he 
could forit., plinted it with bis own hand, watered jt with the 
dew of hi; he:venly benediction, hedged it with his divine Pro- 
vidence ; bur the fault wasin the Vineit ſelf, ashe complains, 
1/a.5. 4. hen I locked it ſhould bring forth grapes, it brought 
ferth wild grapes. W hat wild grapes? he tellsus, wver/. 7. He 
locked for judgment, but behold oppreſſion ;, for righteouſneſſe , but 
behold a cry. And therefore it follows, verſ. g. Many houſes ſhall 
be deſolate , even great and fair Without inhabitant. This, this 
was the cuwſe that the Vineyard of the Lord of Hos, that is, che 
houfe of Iſrael, and the men of 7 uda his pleaſant ptant , was lo eaten 
up, ſo troden down, werſ. 5, This was the cauſe the Chriſtian 
Church went to wrack by perſecution under Heathen Empe- 
rors, Almighty God m*king them his Rod to ſcourge his back- 
fliding people into repentance and better obedience, for we are 
not unlike a childs Top, that never gots upright without whi

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Ihe ſeventh chapter of Nehemis , there is a long catalogue 
of the people, the Prieſts and the Levites, that had leave from the. 
King of Babylon to go up to. Ferx/alem and build the waſte places, . 
eſpecially the Temple ; their whole number is computed to be 
forty two thouſand three hundred and threeſcore , ver. 66. 2- 
mong. whom-thz grandees or chief are expreſſed by name, vez/; 7, 
and of thoſe I find. moſt honorzble mention of two above all the 
reſt, (:s upon whoſe ſhoulders reited the m-in of the work ). 
Nehemia and Ze-ubbabel; and therefore we ſhall inſiſt ſomewhat 
upon both, as we meet wit:athem recorded in facre4ſory, 

And firit of Nehemias:; He w:s cup-atorer to Kins Artax- 
exxes , as he himſclt teilsus chap. 1. 11. arda great fayourite he 
was , 45 appears chap. 2. for whcn he ( commuſerating: the miſera- 
bleeitare of hisnative country ). preſented a'cup of wine to the 
King with a. heavy heart , which diſcovered ir felt ina fad face, . 
the King faid unto him , hy i thy countenance ſad , ſeeing thou 
art not ſick? this 3s nothing elſe but ſorrew of heart , verſ. 2. To- 
which Nekewia replied , ver/. 3. firſt, praying for the King, . 
thougha heathen, as bis duty was; then telling him the cauſe ot 
bis ſadneſſe, Ter the King live fer ever. Why ſhould net my conn- - 

texarce be ſad , when the City, the place of my fathers ſepulcher ,. 
licth waſte, and the gates thereof are conſumed Veith fire * Then the 
King ſaid nnto me; For what d ſtthou make requeſt ? verſe; 4. It 
ſeems the King: was willing to grant him whatſoever he ſhould ' 
ak in reaſon. Obſerve the piety of the man , b#fore he -pecitions - 
the Kinz, he makesſupplication to the King ot hzayen ; and that . 
wa- the ſure way to ſped, for the hearts of Kings arein the hand 
of God, So 1prajed(ſaith he) to the God of beawin, and I ſaid unto 
the King, if it pleaſe the King , andif thy ſervant (have found fa- - 
vour in thy ſight that thou Wouldſt ſend me unts Fuda , unto the Ci- 
ty of my fathers ſepulchers , that [may b«ildit., Whereupon the. 
King diſpatchech him with a Commiſſion 3nd credential Letters - 
roche Governours beyond the River,thit they might convey him 
over to Fadz, and with a Letter eo A/aph the keeper of the Kings 
Forreſt , that hemight give him- timber to make beams for the 
gates of the palace which appertained tothe houſe; and for the 
wall of the City , and forthe houſe of-God, wer. 8.-and to ſecure - 
him by the way , ({ forthey: that. enterpriſe good and great de. 
lignes, as: this was, arelike to meet with ſtrong oppoſition) the = 
Kin . 
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King ſent Cap:ains of the Army and Horſemen with him, verſ. 9. 
Notwirhſtanding he, like a prudent man , reſolvesto carry on the 
buſinefle more bo policy than power, He comes to fersſalem, 
th: Me:ropolis or head City of Fzdea, and was there ſome time 
before he told any man what God h d putin his heart to doat 
Zeruſalem, verſ. 12. Then he takes a priv:te ſurvey of the ruined 
walls; and when things were ripe for the work , he 121d unto the 
Nobles, the Rulers, the Prieits, and ihereit of the people, Te ſee 
the diſtreſs that we are in, her: Feruſal:m licth waſte, and the gates 
thereof are burat with fire. Ceme and let us build rp the wall of Fe- 
ruſalem , that we be no more a rip vach. Then | told them: of the 
hand of my God which was goed upon me. And they (aid, Let ws riſe 
up and buald. So they Strengthened their hands for this good work,, 
verſ. 17,18. Yec couldnorc he with all his afliſtancs carry onthe 
work ſo ſmoothly ; but that he met with ſome diſturbance, 
a phanatick party to hinder and oppoſe him ; and to head them , 
rhey had a not4blz Leader, one Saxballat, werſ. 10. When Sax- 
ballat the H romite, and Tobiah the ſervant the Ammonite, heard 
of it, it grieved them exceedingly , that there was come a man toſee 
the welſare of the children of Iſrael, And thecetore they fall firſt 
to jeer and ſcoffar them , wer/. 19. They laughed us to ſcorn, and 
deſpiſed us, ſaying, What t5 the thing that ye do ? But Nehemia an- 
ſwered, wer/. 20. The God of beaven he will proſper us, therefore we 
hy ſervants Will ariſe and build ,, but ye have no portion, nor right, 
or memorial in Feruſalem. From ſcoffs they proceed to ſecret 
plots and forc2 ofarms, wer. 7, 8. But when Sanballat, and To- 
biah, and the Arabians , and the Ammonites , and the Aſhavties, 
heard, that the walls of Feruſalem were made up , and that the 
breaches began tobe ſtopped, theu they were very Wroth, and con- 
Fired all of them together to come and to fight againſt Feruſalews 
and to hinder it. And this they contrived in a cland {tine way , 
ſaying , They ſball not know , neither ſee , till we come in the midſt 
among ft them, and ſlay them, and cauſe the work to ceaſe, verſ. 11, 
'Whereupon Nehemiah plays the parc of a pious and vigilance 
Commander, falling ro his prayers, and ſecringa ſtri& watch, 
verſ. 9. Neverthelefſe we made our prayer unto our God , ani ſet 
a watch againſt them day and night , and raiſed a new militia , 
werſ. 13, 14. Therefore ſet Tin the lower places behind the wall , 
and on the higher places , I, even Tſet the people after their fami- 
lies 
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hes, with their ſwords their fears, and their bowes. And 1 looked, 
and roſe up, and ſaid unto the nobles , and to the rulers, and to the 
reſt of the people , Be not afraid of them, remember the Lord is

EPO The 
Lord ſtirred up the ſpirit of Zerubbabel the ſon of Shealticl , gaver= 
nor of Juda, &c. Wwe lookinto his genealogy, Aatrh. 1, 12; 
we ſhail find him ike Aſzcenas deſcended from ancient Kings, 
Foſsas begat Fechrnias , and Fechonias begat Salathiel, and Sala- 
thiel begat Zerubbabel.. This Zernubbabel, whoſe ſyiric God ſtir- 
red up to chis gr :nd employ menc, went throus! lis work with all 
al:crity and aQtivity, Ez-..3. te re-edifierh che Temple in deſpite 
of all adveriaries; the manner and means hovw it ſhould be done 
by him is foreto'd, Zech.

O what breaches were made in this building ! Eves breach upon 
breach, Job 16.14. Here were the living ſtones broken , heare 
broken, the principal Pillars thrown down ? Able, prinful and pi-- 
ous Paſtors and Preachers (ſuch as Dr, Featly,that 2fallews Here- 
ticorum, and many others of the Clergy, beſides the Reverend Fa- 
thers of the Church, the Biſhops, of Whom the world Was not Wor- 
thy, ) caſt out of their pÞces and Livings upgn falſe ſuggeſtions 
and informations, or if true, deſerving rather encquragement and 
protection, than impaſonmeat and ejetion. Sequeſtred andcaſt 


out they were, not for any thing really ſcandalous, but for being- 


{ conſcientiou, that they would 'not tike new Oaths and Cove- 
nants contrary to thoſe they hid formerly and lawfully taken ; 
2nd upon the fame ſcore would have ſuffered death (as ſome did) 
rather than run with the tide- of the times againſt the known: 


Lawes'of God and min.” ' $0 wide was this bre:ch, and. fo farre : 


from being welitlgſed ag1in, till this laſt year, that upon cheir ex-- 


claſan; eirher ngne at all. were put in their Livings,as in divers < 
Cgunnies:- 
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Counties offrales,where theTyths of many Pariſhes were engroſt 
in a few hands, rwo or three Itinerant Prezchers ſerving for a whole 
Diocefle : or elfe for the moſt part, ignorant and factious partes 
brought in their places, whoſe buſineſle ic was to ſowe edition 
and talſe doctrines, and whole preaching (if I maycall it preach- 
ing) was fwll of curſing and butternefſe, Rom. 3.14. And what 
becrer could be expected from them that enter not by the doore 
into the ſheepfold, but climb up ſome other way, John 10, 1. not 
by the regular way of Ordination, which hath been ever obſerved 
in the Church of Chriſt from the Apoſtles diys to ours. 

W har better could be expected, when the Prophets two ſtaves 
were once broken, che ſtaffe of Beauty, and the ſtaffe of Bands 
Veritas Ewvangelica, + unitas Chriſtiana, the true Doctrine an 
Uniform Diſcipline of the Church, W hen theſe, I ſay,were broken 
to pieces, behold an inundation of Sets and Hereſies like a ſecond 
Deluge over- flowed the whole Land,they came croaking about us 
like the Frogs of Egypt, and ſwarming like the Locuſts out of the 
bottomleſſe pic. Barclay in his Icon Animorum, writing of the 
ſeveral Secs in Religion which he had obſervedin Englangin King 
?ames his reign, tells a ſtory of a father and his two ſons who con- 
ſtituced or made up a Church between themſelves, but thele three 
not long agreeing, the two ſons Excommunicated the Father, and 
at laſt one fon the other , ſo that theſe three made three diſtir.R& 
Churches in their conceipts, and each one the true. What would he 
have ſaid, had he lived to ſee the many factions and fr:Rions,Di- 
viſions and Subdiviſions which have ſpawn'd ſince amongſt us. 
Our Church beins well likened by the laſt Arch-biſhop of Car- 
terbary in his Speech at his death, toan Oak tleft ro ſhivers with 
wedges made out of its own body, and at evety cleft, prophane- 
neſſeand irreligionentring in. It was a mott charitable wiſh of 
judicious Maſter Hooker, and moſt ſeaſonable for our times, in his 
anſwer to Maſter Travers Supplicationin Queen El;zaberhs reign, 
Take it in his own words, for they are excellent, and deſerve, as 
7ob ſpeaks in another caſe, to be graven with an iron pen and lead 
in the rock. for ever, to be ſo deeply imprinted inour hearts, as
